one set of 7 and one set of eight. Would it be possible to get 2 from each set tested for cocaine only (I think its best if 
we re-test each of the bags tested by Annie and test two additional bags that are presumably untouched. 

The trial is in early September. Do you think we could get the certs in 30 days? 

Sorry to bother you with this but, as the case is going to trial, we really don't have any choice.

Attached are the drug certifications that were done previously in this case, which arose from the execution of a search 
warrant^H^^^^^^^^^^^I at the defendant's apartment. There are five (5) certs in total. Four relate to cocaine 
that was seized and one relates to heroin that was seized. With respect to the cocaine, each of the four certs relates to 
a separate collection of individual bags that were seized. Only one sample from each of the four collections was tested. 

The primary chemist on each of these certs was Annie Dookhan. Thus, we are requesting that each collection of bags 
and the heroin be retested.
